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REMARKS 

Claims 1-24 are presented for further examination. Claims 1, 4, and 14 have been 
amended. Claims 15-24 are new. 

In the Office Action mailed March 7, 2005, the Examiner found claims 1-14 to be 
allowable if claims 1-4 were rewritten or amended to overcome a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 
§112, second paragraph, as indefinite. In that rejection, the phrases "all other outputs" and 
"each output" in claims 1 and 4 were unclear as to what was referred to. Applicant has amended 
claims 1 and 4 to overcome the indefiniteness. No new matter has been added. 

Accordingly, claims 1-14 are now in condition for allowance. New claims 15-23 
are directed to a decoder that includes a selection circuit for activating from a plurality of outputs 
a selected output corresponding to an input binary value; and a deselection circuit coupled to the 
plurality of outputs that deactivates the plurality of outputs except the selected output when the 
selected output is activated. Inasmuch as claim 15 includes limitations similar to allowable 
claim 1, applicant respectfully submits that independent claim 15 and dependent claims 16-24 
are allowable for the reasons why claim 1 is allowable.
